Russia, it is safe to assume, will do 
what it wants to do, and the represent- 
atives of the “big four” are probably only 
wasting time holding prayer meetings with 
Mr. Stalin's expert in evasive terminology. 
What will interest Canadian growers is the 
reaction of their own and the remaining 
delegates when the Russian representative 
walked out. A press despatch records 
their view in this way: 

“It was pointed out that if it is imposs- 
ible to satisfy Russia, and she decides to 
go ahead with the export of any amount 
of wheat outside the agreement, this still 
would not mean the collapse of the wheat 
pact. The other nations naturally would 
carry on.” 

Whether Russia will conform nobody 
knows, but in any case Canada and the 
other three exporting countries are bound; 
that is what it amounts to. The pact will 
not “collapse” if Russia floods our export 
markets with cut-price wheat, though the 
markets in Canada and elsewhere may. 

Assuming that restricting exports is the 
way to put the wheat grower on his feet, a 
restriction agreement that hasn't Russia's 
definite adherence is a curious document 
for that purpose.

This is the last day of Sepvember. Summer has 
gone. Officially it waved goodbye last Saturday 
when the autumnal equinox occurred, the sun rising 
in the east and setting in the west at exactly the 


same time, making the astronomical day and night |

in order, for winter will soon be with us. 

To most people nowadays, the change of season 
is more than a meteorological or horological mile- 
stone. For three years or more, we have all been 
\soking forward at each season to what the next 
will bring. Hope deferred has made many a heart 
sick. Many who last winter hoped for a summer 
of work or favorable change have been dis- 
appointed, yet keep hoping as they did last year 
and the year before that another year will see a 
return to normalcy. The approach of winter comes 
with a chill reminder of unrealised hopes. 

. = 

Our greatest hope in Canada at the present time 
is that the NRA policy now being put into force 
in United States will prove so successful that our 
own country will have to tail in behind Uncle Sam. 
That Premier Bennett has set his face against a 
NRA policy for Canada bodes little. A year ago 
he had his face set against inflation. In every 
speech he made he was sounding the virtues of 
“sound money” — the phrase he invented for the 
dear dollar. Pressure of events has forced him to 
drop “sound money” and espouse modified inflation. 
Pressure of events, if the pressure becomes strong 
enough — as it will if NRA proves itself effective 
for another six months — will just as certainly 
force him to adopt a NRA code. No political leader 
can long remain a brake on the wheels of national 
progress 

Not all unbiassed economists are convinced that 
NRA will be lastingly successful, or that the pro- 
posed further inflation to a 40 cent dollar will do 
more than give the lethargic American nation a 
good shot in the arm. Uncle Sam has left the 
brotherhood of nations that foregathered in the 
World Economic Conference, io map out a path of 
his own. He saw how Britain had revived her trade 
by abandoning the gold standard while Hoover was 
chirping the song the Wall Street bankers had 
taught him about the virtues of “sound money”. 
When he saw the light, and a change of administra- 
tion made it possible, he set himself to outdo 
Britain in a competition for cheap currency. 

Ours is a parlous plight in Canada. We have a 
political allegiance to, and a trade treaty with 
Britain, while trade flows over the border walls 
and our dollar currency calls for settlements in 
New York. We can throw ourselves whole- 
heartedly behind neither nation when they are 
trade rivals. We are suffering today for the blunder 
of 1911 when reciprocity was rejected 

Though it has not touched all sufferers, and has 
touched many but slightly, progress has been made 
in the past year. The situation for the wheat grower 
has been improved by the wheat pact — the one 
concrete result of the Economic Conference. The 
“sound money” fetich of the bankers and money 
lords has been dealt a death blow. Modified in- 
flation has been brought to pass with benefits to 
trade and employment. Though money and credit 
is still “sacred cow” in the high places, to be farmed 
only by the high priests of finance for their private 
profit, great changes of attitude on the part of the 


general public have taken place. Though it is the | 


obvious intention of the federal government, before 
it disappears from the political scene, to try and 
make the Bank Act secure against alteration for 
another decade, public opinion will assuredly de- 
mand that the government's successors in office 
make whatever further revisions may be deemed 
necessary in the public welfare 

Though armies of men are still marking time 
for their feed, the municipalities and provinces are 
demanding that the dole system be amended and a 
public works programme with a living wage for 
the workers be adopted. This of itself will help to 
restore normalcy, for if the unemployed are put to 
work on relief projects at living wages, they will 
have money to spend on clothes, shoes and other 
such commodities, creating demand for workers in 
the factories 


The abolition of unrestricted competitive Capital- 
ism in United States for Controlled Capitalism— 
effected by the NRA codes—-is a change of the 
greatest significance. Save that it was accomplished 
without bloodshed and lawlessness, it is compareble 
with the French and Russian Revolutions. Minimum 
wage scales, abolition of child labor, curtainment 
ot working hours, rights of collective bargaining 
and the right of the state to intervene between the 
employer and the employed, are contained in the 
National Industriel Recovery Act 

An advance such as that, obtained through the 
pressure of economic disaster brought about by the 
“sound money” policy of the bankers and money- 
lenders, will never be yielded up. Most of what « 
revolution of force, such as the Marxists edvocate, 
could accomplish, has been achieved without dis- 
locating law and order. A veritable revolution has 


been accomplished under our eyes, all the more | 
sure and permanent because of its peaceful genesis | 


and genera! acceptance. 

NRA cannot be a success for long in United 
Stetes without reising an irresistible demand for it 
in Canade. As Premier Bennett remarked to the 


gas magnates at the Ottawa banquet a few nights 


ago in announcing his sturdy individualism, “There 
is no tariff on brains and ideas.” 

Nor can NRA if it is a success, keep from en- 
larging its scope and intensifying its benefits. It 
will undergo evolutionary changes and growth. 

Roger Babson who a year ago was making 
speeches at Rotary Clubs, ridiculing Technocracy, 
now says that he believes United States will turn 
to Technocracy 

Reviewing the rival claims of Communism, 
Fascism and Technocracy, Babson now believes that 
Technocrecy will be the ultimate end of the change 
initiated by Controlled Capitalism, being free from 
the restriction on personal liberty imposed by Com- 
munism, from the dictatorship of Fascism, and 
from the retention of the price system by both 

Thousands of people in Canada may not have 
been much touched as yet by the forces of progress 
at work in the world. Their lot may be little better 
than it was a year ago. But forces of progress are 
at work, end changes for the freeing of life and the 
enlargement of happiness are making themselves 
felt. In their widening circles, the mass of the 
Canadian people will yet be encompassed.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


HOW TO USE SAUSAGES 
Many readers who are living strictly on the 


foods recommended in my weekly menus write to 


me asking how they can use sausages. For those 
who are trying to regain their health, I do not 
usually recommend the use of any of the ordinary 
sausages because they are generally made with 
such a latge mixture of ingred- 
ients and are too heavily spiced. 
‘The meat contained may be, and 
usually is, perfectly wholesome 
as far as meat poisoning is con- 
cerned, but sausages are always 
hard to digest due to the large 
amount of fat which they must 
necessarily contain in order for 
the meat to be prepared and 
mixed together in that form. 

There are hundreds of kinds 
of sausages made in different 
parts of the world, but they may 
be generally classed under the 
divisions of “Dry” and “Fresh.” 
The ingredients in the sausage vary with each 
manufacturer even though the sausage is called by 
the same name. The fresh or domestic sausages are 
prepared to be used soon after they are made, 
while the dry ones may be kept even for several 
years. The fresh sausages are sometimes eaten as 
purchased but usually cooked before being served. 

Bologna sausage as made in America is com- 
posed of beef, veal and pork which is mixed, 
spiced, then cooked and smoked. 

Pork sausage is generally made entirely of pork 
trimmings and seasoned by various spices and herbs. 
The very small kind are usually of the best meat 
and the casings are of tender sheep intestines. 
Frankfort sausages are a mixture of about three- 
fourths lean meat and one quarter lean pork. These 
are also smoked but should be used while the in- 
side is still juicy and not dry. 

Liver sausage is made from a mixture of hog 
liver but often parts of pork meat are also added

and sometimes other kinds of meat. The best is 
made with a larger portion of liver. 
Goose liver sausage is also made with a mixture

of calves’ liver and pork with frequently only a | 


small amount of goose liver. The best is made from 
goose liver only and is then similar to pate de foie 
gras. 

Many kinds of sausages are made throughout 
Europe with a variety of stuffings such as chicken, 
fish, game, the yolk of eggs, etc. Some have a 
binder of bread crumbs or ground grains. 

If you have a strong desire to use sausage meat, 
it is well to remember that large quantities of both

The next time you have a weiner 
roast or take along sausages on a picnic, be sure 
to take with you plenty of green vegetables and

Solitary confinement is one of 
the severest penalties inflicted 
upon criminals, but It is scarcely 
worse than the torture endured 
by one who is alone in a great 
city. Many people have not the 
strength to stand this loneliness, 
and the chief of police of New 
Yark once teld me that loncli- 
ness sent more young girls to the 
bad than any other cause. 

He said that girls from the coun- 
try and small towns and other cit- 
ies would come to New York and 
get a job. At home they were used 
to family life. They had their par- 
ties, their dates and their chums. 
In the city they were alone, with 
no one to speak to after office 
hours, with no pleasures and no 
amusements, and so they fell easy 
victims to the men who picked 
| them up off the streets and offered 
| them a good time. 
| How to remedy this situation 
| and provide some way in which 
the strangers of a great city can 
get in touch with congenial ac- 
quaintances, nobody seems to 
| know. But no one will deny that 
some sort of social clearing 
house is a great and imperative 
need. There should be some sort 
of place where a young woman 
or a young man can go with let- 
ters of recommendation from 
their own home towns showing 
that they are decent and respect- 
able, and where they can be In- 
troduced to other men and wo- 
men who belong to their own 
class. 


In your particular case, Lois, the 
problem of how you are to end 
your isolation is made more diffi- 
sult by your personal idiosyncras- 
ies..

With a fine pre-war record as a 
soldier, Major Watt enlisted and 
served during the world war with 
the Edmonton Fusiliers, the conse- 
quneces of that service resulting in 
the loss of sight of both eyes, Such 
a calamity has proved greater than 
some young men have been able to 
withstand. Not so with this gallant 
officer, who, at the age of 72, and 
quite blind, astonished even the 
Canadian National Institute for the 
Blind by requesting lessons in 
Braille reading and writing and in 
verious handicrafts. 

The astonishment of the Insti- 
tute, however, proved as nothing 
| compared with that of the Alberta 
home teacher at the rapid progress 
made by her pupil and his de- 
termination to learn. Indeed the 
Major's adaptness in correspondirg 
in Braille with his subtle wit and 
humor continue to be a constant 
source of wonder, amusement and 
admiration to his teachers and other 
blind friends. 


MUSICIAN ALSO 

Such accomplishments are over- 
shadowed, howéver by Major 
Watt's interpretations of some of 
the world’s finest music on the 
piano, While in Victoria recently 
he personally conducted the Fair- 
field Choral Society and won un- 
stinted praise in that city 

The Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind feel justly proud of 
Major Watt's victory over- blindness 
and his ungrudging praise of the 
work being done by the Institute 
is a source of real satisfaction,
